(1) “I declare that I migrated to India from 
areas which now form Pakistan before 
nineteenth dav of July, 1949, and have 
ordinarily been resident in India since 
then.” 

(2) “I declare that I migrated to India from 
areas which now form Pakistan on or 
after the nineteenth day of July, 1948, 
and have ordinarily been resident in 
India since then and I further declare 
that I have got myself registered as a 
citizen of India under Article 6 of the 
Constitution. 

Note . — A candidate whose case is covered by 
item (2) above may submit the certificate of Re- 
gistration as citizen of India, in original along 
with a copy thereof, in lieu of an Affidavit sworn 
before a First Class Magistrate as required under 
sub-para (b) above. 

10. THE CERTIFICATES MENTIONED IN 
PARAGRAPHS 4(ii), 4(iii), 7, 8 AND 9(b) ABOVE
